Hope's Electric Trouble 
Is of Long-Range Nature; 
No Particular Crisis Now 


When the Hope city council holds its open meeting 


at Ihe city hall at 7:30 tonight for public discussion of 
the Burns & McDonnell report on the municipal electric 
plant, and the alternative of purchasing power from the 
^high lines," if would be wise to soft-pedal any talk about 
"crisis." 


We don't have to buy any machinery at once, nor 


do we have to deal at once with outside sources of power 
— either private or federal. I've been digesting the 32 
pages of the Burns & McDonnell report; and that's what 
it says. As a matter of fact it rates the municipal plant 
situation so well today that it remarks on Page 30: 
"In 


view of the apparent substantial amount of surplus, serious 
consideration should also be given to a reduction in electric 
rate schedules." 


What the city government spent $3,000 with Burns 


& McDonnell for — and very well spent — wasn't about 
our situation today at all. It was to get a picture of Hope's 
electric power position at long range. And that's what 
we'll be discussing tonight. 


As of today everyone knows the electric plant is 


immeasurably better off than in the 1930s, when demand 
during the cotton-ginning season pushed the generators 
so hard it was sometimes necessary to cut off the street 
lights; and voltage was low all over town. 


But the long-range picture is a different matter. 


Hope has no electric power but the municipal plant's, 
and for one reason or another it has never been able to 
daal with the industry we already have, much less offer 
power to prospective new industry. Either the power wasn't 
available in sufficient volume, or industry, citing rates in 
effect elsewhere, demanded a quotation below what the 
city could generate and distribute it for. • 


Enter at this point the Burns & McDonnell engineer- 


ing survey. The recommendations of this report are that 
over the next 20 years we replace all our existing gen- 
erators, enlarge our present installed capacity from 4,000 
KW to 14,500 KW, and attempt to take care of present 
and future industry with 100-per-cent-locally-generated 
power. 


This would cost, over 20 years, roughly 3 million 


dollars — and that's the least part of the gamble. The 
real gamble is this: 


In the 22 years I've known it the municipal plant 


hasn't been able to satisfy industry. Will it do so in the 
next 20 years? 


If we guess wrong on that one we've let our town in 


for an economic disaster. 


I never heard of a private power system which op- 


erated 22 years without having all adjoining industries 
on its lines. 


Nevertheless I believe in municipal wafer & light 


plants, as a means of servicing domestic consumers and 
supporting a richer and better municipal government 
than is found under privafe power ownership. " But for 
industrial purposes there must be a compromise, 
Hope 


has to have some outside source of power for industry 
and without the co-operation of the city government we 
y^nrLUl^ly to run ^ough the 1950-60 decade as we 
did 1940-50 — with the poorest population-growth record 
of any sizable city in Arkansas. 


The compromise? This is just an idea, for whatever 
its worth: 


Hope might study about setting up a municipal 


plant commission such as they have in Conway and 
Jonesboro, which also own their utilities. And the com- 
mission might find it advisable to go ahead with the first

I have no confidence in a 20-year expansion program 


of locally-generated power meeting our situation. Burns 
& McDonnell are assuming that fuel gas will go on costing 
us only 10 cents per thousand cubic feet — when as a 
nmafter of fact the competition raised by the transcon- 
tinental "big inch" gas lines could ruin us ... and'in mv 
opinion will, unless we hedge against it. 


Interconnected power draws on many fuels water 


gas, coal; and generated and distributed in vast quantities 
over areas with varying peak loads it is sold at a price 
which our neighbor town of Prescott says is below its 
own cost of production, wherefore Prescott has started 
buying outs.de power and is keeping its municipal plant
